Soviet Russia has endured one "war of 
succession." Btalln's victory over Trotsky 
after Lenin's death waa ruthless, bloody and 
Tlndlctlvt. This Is not to say that history will 
repeat Itself. But It Is reasonable to think 
that, on Premier B.talln'a passing, the Polit- 
buro will be concerned for a time with some- 
thing hotter and closer to homo than the 
cold war. Conflicting theories of continued 
aggrbaalon versus the status quo may have a 
strong Influence on the outcome.
